wou ld be terrify ing to the people 
of the United States, who alway s 
giv e a great sigh of rehef when­ 
ev er an election is ov er. 


T h e Iron Age calls attention to 
an ex periment with workmen as 
directors that is to be tried by the 
Sou th Metropolitan Gas company 
of London. 
Three employ ees— 
one a salaried officer and the other 
two wage earners— are to be pu t on 
the board ot directors, 
Tliey are 
to be chosen by stock-holding em­ 
ploy ees and one of the conditions 
of their selection is that they shall 
hav e 
been with the company at 
least sev en y ears and hav e owned 
at least .$500 of the company ’s 
sicck for a y ear. 
This plan, the 
Iron Age believ es, is u nfortu nate 
for the reason that it will create 
class distinctions. “ There is grav e 
reason to think,” it 
say s, “ that 
directors chosen to represent labor 
wou ld be actu ated by greater zeal 
than discretion in reflecting the 
v iews of their special constitu ency , 
whereas the same men chosen by 
the general stockholders’ meeting 
wou ld, 
perhaps, 
gee their du ty 
from a v ery different standpoint.” 
There is danger here, of cou rse. 
Bu t the ordinary plan of ignoring 
the workmen is attended with risk, 
also. 
One of the great sou rces of 
trou ble in large indu stries, say s the 
Kansas City Star, is the lack of an 
u nderstanding between employ er 
and employ e. 
In the anthracite 
coal miners’ strike last y ear sev eral 
of the owners admitted that iliey 
had not u nderstood the conditions 
u nder which the men were work­ 
ing. 
W hen they comprehended 
the situ ation wages were raised. 
On the other hand, the workmen 
sometimes misju dged the difficu lties 
which confront the firm and make 
demands which cannot be granted. 


DROWNED IN A WELL. 


Twelv e-Year-Old Boy Who Liv ed 
Northeast of Sweet Springs. 


Last Thu rsday , abou t 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, while drawing 
water from a well, George Weisen- 
bu rger, aged 12 y ears, 6 months 
and 2 day s, lost his balance and 
fell into the well and was drowned, 
say s the Sweet Springs Herald. 
The boy was the son of V. Weis- 
enbu rger, who liv es abou t eight 
miles northeast of Sweet Springs. 
He is also a nephew of Joe Baldu s. 
He was not missed from home 
u ntil after dark, when his parents, 
becoming u neasy , began to search 
lor him. After looking ev ery where 
and findiog no trace of him, they 
procu red hooks and rope and began 
to drag the well, where the body 
was soon fou nd. 
The well was twenty -six feet 
deep, sev en feet across and had 
twelv e feet of water in it. The water 
was drawn from the well with an 
old-fashioned pu lley and rope. 
W hen the body was taken from 
the well it was discov ered that the 
boy ’s neck was broken, su pposedly 
from coming in contact with the 
heav y wooden bu cket in the well. 
Fu neral serv ice was preached bv 
Rev . W . C. Brink and the remains 
were bu ried in the cemetery at this 
place Satu rday . September 28 , at 
12 o’clock-

Tay lor, on trial in the criminal 
cou rt at Kansas City for the m u r­ 
d er of R u th Nollard , testified in 
her hu sband ’s behalf at y esterd ay ’s 
hearing. 
She recited a nu mber of 
instances of p ersonal assau lt on the 
p art of her hu sband to show that 
he had a v iolent and u ngov ernable 
temp er. 
She said he had his first 
fit a week after their marriage and 
thaU he beat her a week before 
their baby 
was 
born. 
Sev eral 
times he threatened to kill himself, 
and once he tried to ind u ce her to 
join him in a d ou ble su icid e. 
The taking of ex p ert testimony 
began d u ring the 
afternoon. 
A 
nu mber of sp ecialists testified that 
Tay lor is an ep ilep tic, bu t on cross- 
ex amination ad mitted that Tay lor 
realized what he was d oing when 
he killed Miss Nollard , althou gh 
d eny ing that he knew he was d o­ 
ing wrong as he conceiv ed wrong. 
The p rosecu tor 
qu oted 
from 
med ical works to show that the 
clement of p remed itation is lacking 
in the ep ilep tic insanity , scoring a 
p oint for ^iie state, as Tay lor had 
carefu lly p rep ared for the killing 
of Miss Nollard , hav ing rented a 
room on a bu sy street and lain three 
d ay s in wait for her with a rifle 
across his knees.

RAILROAD RUMBLE 


Steam Roads Are Giving Way 
to Electricity. 


•DIFFERENCES’ SETTLED. 


Items of Interest Picked Up irom Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benelit 
of “Democrat’' Headers. 


The wisest of the managers of 
the steam roads admit that they 
have a difficult problem to solve in 
meeting the 
competition 
of the 
electric lines. 
The B ig Four has demonstrated 
that it does not pay to put on ad­ 
ditional short trains and reduce the 
rate, and has taken off six trains 
on the Indianapolis and Cleveland 
division, running between Indian­ 
apolis and the gas belt territory, 
assigning as a reason that freight 
traffic is heavy and the trains inter­ 
fere with the movement of the fast 
passenger and freight trains. 
The most potent reason was that 
while it increased travel somewhat, 
the rate on 
which such 
business 
was carried did not yield revenue 
to justify continuance of the short 
service. 
The same points 
can be 
made 
w ith the Louisville division of the 
Pennsylvania lines, the Columbus 
and 
Seymour 
trains 
not 
doing 
enough business to justify running 
them, consequently in the near fu­ 
ture one of the trains each way 
will be taken off and the other run 
through to Louisville, making one 
more train daily between Indian­ 
apolis and Louisville in both 
di­ 
rections. 
The above statement does not 
apply only to Indianapolis, but to 
many other cities where the steam 
roads are coming into competition 
with 
trolley 
lines. 
The 
Maine 
Central tried the experiment of re­ 
ducing its passenger rates to meet 
the trolley competition, and after a 
few months’ trial it was found that 
while it had increased travel, there 
was in a short time a net loss of 
$8, coo, owing to increased operat­ 
ing expenses.

Six hundred girls answered an 
advertisement of the Stoble Cereal 
company, 
of 
711 North Second 
street, Monday, to take the places 
of fifty girls who had gone on a 
strike because their foreman had 
called them a “ 
bunch of raggers,” 
says 
the St, Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


A large percentage of the num­ 
ber were servants or 
domestics. 
They said that they had 
grown 
ired of their wonted duties and 
wanted to try life in a factory. 
A s 
previously stated, the firm 
rein­ 
stated thirty-five of their old hands, 
but refused to take back the lead­ 
ers of the strike. 
St, Louis has a famine in serv­ 
ants 
and 
housemaids. 
Em ploy­ 
ment agencies say that it is impos­ 
sible . to supply 
the demand for 
girls. 
The daily papers are filled 
with want advertisement of this 
character. 
John J. Marks, of the 
Stoble 
company, said yesterday that his 
firm’s advertisement had convinced 
him that the wage-earning girls of 
the period would rather toil hard 
ail day in a factory than to do do­ 
mestic work, because, in the for­ 
mer instance, they had their even­ 
ings to themselves, while employ- 
meni in families meant only one 
afternoon off a week, or two at 
best. 
“ 
The compensation may not 
be 80 great,” 
he said, “ 
but it is the 
freedom that they want. 
W e pay 
on an average of $5 a week to our 
girls. 
Some other factories pay as 
much, but many less. 
The aver­ 
age wages of housegirls amount to 
from thirteen to eighteen dollars a 
month and board.” 
David Marks, president of the 
company, said that he believed one 
reason ior so many girls seeking 
employment in factories and de­ 
serting the house and kitchen was 
because they preferred to be bossed 
by men. 
“ 
Factory life 
has 
less 
drudgery ana gives the girls more 
time 
for 
themselves,” 
he 
said; 
“ 
and I have found that women do 
not like to work under those of 
their own sex as they 
do 
when 
they I’ccept places as servants.” 
It is estimated that 700 servant 
girls might find good homes and 
profitable employment in St. Louis 
today. 
When almost 
all of the 
600 who applied to the Stoble com­ 
pany for work were turned away 
fome one suggested to the girls to 
answer the advertisements that had 
been inserted in the daily papers 
for servant girls. 
There was not 
one in the number who signified a 
willingness to do so. 
Mr. Marks 
advised some of them to accept the 
good homes that were thus opened 
to them, but the united reply was 
“ 
no slop-lifting for us.” 
Three womeu who had taught 
school were among the applicants 
and were 
accepted by the com­ 
pany. 
One woman who carried a 
baby wanted to pTck the cereals in 
cartoons, but when she came the 
places had all been taken. 
She 
was advised to take a servant’s po­ 
sition where she might keep her 
little one in comfort, but she said 
that she would rather w'ork in a 
factory at $2 a week.
